This desirable state is South 
America’s because the Monroe 
doetrine forbids European suger- 
ainty. This nation has been 
guardian of Latin .America for 
nearly a hundred years. 

South Ameriea, although of 
smaller area than Africa, is su- 
perior, in potential riches. No 
Sahara occupies a third of ‘its 
surface.. The vast tropical “basin 
of the Amazon exceeds its coun- 
terpart of the Corgo. Southern 
temperate South America reaches 
turther toward the pole and is 
far larger than temperate Africa. 
There is much more ‘‘whité man’s 
country’’ in South America than 
in Africa. Already Aryan civili- 
zation extends over South Amer- 
ica, whereas it merely occupies 
some fringes of Africa. Buenos 
Aires and Rio de Janeiro rank 
with the world’s greatest cities, 
whereas Johannesburg is merely 
a sublimated Cripple Creek and 
Cairo is a Moselem capital. To be 
sure Africa is a splendid prize, 
judged from the standards of na- 
tions that prey, but how much 
more so is South America! 

If we are disposed to doubt 
sometimes the importance of the 
Monroe doctrine and to question 
whether its maintenance is worth 
fighting for, consider what we 
now would have on our hands 
but for it from the Rio Grande 
southward. Britain and France 
would have fought over Argen- 
‘tina. Brazil would have been 
conquered by Germany. German 
influence would be paramount 
in Chile and intriguing in Colom- 
bia against our interests in Pan- 
ama. Venezuela would be a Brit- 
ish dependency, and Mexico would 
be divided among three or four 
European powers, or constitute 
another French dominion. 

By virtue of the Monroe doc- 
trine’s inhabitions, South Amer- 
iea has been left to herself; for 
our guardianship has Been entire- 
ly negative and her people nave 
had the privilege of workirg out 
their own salvation. 

If this policy has so far proved 
itself. it must be still pursued. 
Its violation would result in im- 
tense difficulties for ourselves 
and might even threaten our posi- 
tion in the world.
